The 
prim ary reason, lie argues, why an 
indemnity must be secured, is that 
one of E ngland’s first acts after the 
war probably will be to construct 
the famous tunnel between Dover 
and Calais, which, says the writer,

place Germany at the

England, says the writer, need 
not starve out Germany to win the 
war, need not even win it decisive­ 
ly, but by coming out with a “d ra w ” 
will have the upper hand of Ger­ 
m any for all time unless G erm an> 
can obtain an indemnity and there­ 
by 
strengthen 
itself at the same 
time th a t it weakens England and 
America. 
His argument in support 
of this contention is that, if the war 
costs both Germany and England 
$20,000,000,000, or even more, it will 
leave # G erm any

eiippled, 
while England, even

has spent a like amount, will have 
behind her the wealth of America. 
And England, he argues, does plan

Prof. K rueckm ann takes sharp 
issue with, for instance, Count von

have done since H ertling astonish­
